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What is a Transportation Improvement
District (TID) ?

A geographic area defined for the purpose of securing
required improvements to transportation facilities in
that area.

A place where land use and transportation is planned
in detail in advance, such that development consistent
with that planning can pay a readily determined fee
and forego the Traffic Impact Study process.

Purpose is to better provide the transportation
improvements needed to support land development
consistent with local Comprehensive Plans.
